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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the final rejection is still deemed to be valid. 
Applicant has argued that Abe does not diclose control of microscope functions since the functions controlled are not limited to viewing of 
the sample. However, it should be noted that applicant's controlled functions are also not limited to viewing of the sample. Applicant's 
device also controls such 'non-microscope' functions as data storage, manipulation, installation, etc. Applicant also argues that Abe does 
not disclose the display integrated into a "stand base portion." However, "stand base portion" is a very broad recitation and has not been 
limited in any way other than by assocation with "A device." Contrary to applicant's statements, the "stand base portion" is not specified 
as being attached to or supporting the "microscope system." Applicant has also argued that the final rejection of claim 3 was not 
necessitated by any amendment and is improper. However, claim 3 originally lacked antecedent basis for "the main menu" and was 
interpreted as depending on claim 2. This was made clear on pages 3 and 5 of the office action dated 8/26/05. The subsequent 
amendment changed "the miain menu" to "a main menu," thus signalling that applicant intended the "main menu" of claim 3 to not further 
limit the "main menu" of claim 2 . This constitutes a change in the scope of the claim and was the basis for the new rejection. Finally, it is 
again noted that a display integrated into a "microscope stand" is not present in the rejected claims.
